telling almost word for word the

“Ruth (his wife) and I went to 
a picture show,” he said. “On the 
way back I noticed a ragged stranger

INJURED OVERSEAS 

Wanderer said he had been hit 
in the head with a baseball while 
overseas and badly hurt. and that 
his head also had been injured when 
he fell off a horse. 

Questioned about the two pistols 
found at the scene of the shooting, 
each an army revolver, he said he 
had lied at the Coroner's inquest 
when he denied knowledge of the 
stranger's weapon. He recognized it 
as his cousin's. he and lied 
to protect Cousin Fred. 

Tt was through tracing the owner- 
ship of this pistol that Wanderer 
was arrested. His cousin said Wan- 
derer boyr owed it several days be- 
fore the murder.

The Irish debate in the House of 
Commons tonight resolved itself in- 
to a duel between the opposition 
and the government, the former de 
manding and the latter resisting an 
independent inquiry into reprisals. 

The defense of the government set 
up by Sir Hamar Greenwood, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, was that 
“while the Asquithians put the 
emphasis on the reprisals, I put it on 
the provocation.” He insisted that 
no case had been cited calling for 
what he characterized as Arthur 
Henderson's insulting resolution, de- 
manding an inquiry into the reprisals 
by the police and soldiers in Treland. 

He incidentally remarked that

Garrett mortuary last night by Coun- 
ty Autopsy Surgeon Wagner showed 
that his neck was broken and that

There is no similar per- 
foration on the op te side. 

Dr. Wagner said that he is not 
prepared to say that the perforation 
is that of a bullet or that the vtoken 
neck was the cause of death. It is 
recalled that the body was dragged 
into the cellar, probably by a rope 
around the neck, which may have 
produced the fracture, occurring 
just between the axis and the atlas, 
or at the top of the spine.

A sensational story under investi- 
gation is that told by Detectives Dun- 
can and Hall of Dallas, who were 
detailed to investigate the disap- 
pearance of a $700 diamond belong- 
ing to Mrs. Dobbs. This diamond. 
they say, was found in the posses- 
sion of Harry Faurote, in Waco, said 
to have been a friend of Mrs. Bosley. 
Faurote shortly afterward commit- 
ted suicide. No arrests were made. 
Detective Duncan was a witness in 
Bosley’s suit for divorce from Mrs.

MORE BLOOD FOUND. 
Perhaps the most important clew 
developed during the day was the 
discovery of bloodstains and clots in 
crevices of the basement stairway 
down which the body of Denton 
was dragged, according to the theory 
of investigators. Evidence of blood- 
stains, partly effaced by lime which 
had been sprinkled over them, also 
was found, the detectives § said. 
These stains will be analyzed by 
Dr. Lyman B. Stookey and by Prof. 
Arthur R. Maas to establish defi- 
nitely if they are human blood. 
The value of these findings, in- 
vestigators say, lies in the apparent 
corroboration of their theory that 
Denton was shot while in the 
kitchen and then dragged, still 
bleeding to the basement. In Mrs. 
Peete’s new statement about the 
shooting of the mysterious Spanish 
woman by Denton, it was set out 
that the Spanish woman did not go 
into the basement while bleeding 
from her wound. 

Another point which was investi- 
gated yesterday was the purchase by 
some one at the Denton home on 
Denton’s account of large quantities 
of laundry soap, cleaning powder 
and chloride of lime. On June 2. 
according to records of H. ‘ 
Coomber’s grocery store at 2720 
West Seventh street, six bars of 
laundry soap and some cleaning 
powder were bought. Two days 
later four cans of chloride of lime 
were ordered and later three were 
returned. On June 13 twelve bars 
of laundry soap were bought. Mrs. 
Peete later paid this account by a 
personal Dr. Stookey and 
Prof. Maas are checking up on 
whether it was chloride of lime used 
on blood stains in the basement.

RENTS ON DOWNWARD WAY; 


Commerce Chamber Fight on Profiteers 
Brings About Material Reductions. 


Continued refusal of the hous- 
ing bureau of the Chamber of 
Commerce to countenance profiteer- 
ing has resulted in material reduc- 
tions in rents, notably in the cases 
of furnished rooms, apartments and 
bungalows, according to a Hate - 
ment by Secretary Wiggins of the 
chamber yesterday. 

“The housing bureau has been 
impressed during the past several 
days with the fact that rents on 
rooms, apartments and bungalows 
are coming down,” said Secretary 
Wiggins. The housing situation, so 
far as tourists are concerned, is get- 
ting less serious each day and this 
is due largely to the fact that large 
numbers of persons who have been 
holding their available living quar- 
ters at too high a figure, have de- 
cided to come down in their charges. 
“The bureau has listed several 
score places this week, which were 
refused listing until a reduction was 
made. The rent gougers have been 
made to realize that they cannot be 
as independent as they thought they 
could. After holding out for exces- 
sive and disproportionate rents for 
several weeks and seeing that no 
mad rush was made to grab their 
offerings, they have come back to 
the housing bureau in a different 
mood and fixed more reasonable 
prices. 

OVERCHARGES REPORTED. 
“The tourists know what they 
want to pay and will not part with 
any more money than they have al- 
lotted themselves for rent. Many 
of them have reported to us that 
the quarters offered at high figures 
in many instances are actually worth 
less than half the amount asked. 
Since the tourists began arriving. in 
large numbers the profiteers who 
thought all they had to do was to 
fix any figure that came to their 
minds and sit back and wait to take 
their pick of clamoring applicants, 
have found they had another 
thought coming and that they mis- 
judged the temper of the new- 
comers. 

“My own idea ts that rents, like 
everything else involved in the cost 
of living, are due for a decline to a 
much lower level. It may be some 
months before the effect of this 
is felt by the permanent residents of 
Los Angeles, but our housing bu- 
reau’s records, show that the tour- 
ists will -benefit by it this fall and 
winter.” 

Secretary Wiggins said he had re- 
ceived a letter from the manager of 
a Canadian tourist bureau asking if 
quarters for several hundred per- 
sons from the Dominion could be 
found here at reasonable rates. The 
writer said scores of Canadians had 
complained of being imposed upon 


charges while here last winter and 
they would not come back this year 
if their experience was to be the 
same. Secretary Wiggins replied 
that, while the housing bureau has 
no control over individual landlords, 
it will make efforts to have some 
sort of an arrangement made where- 
by the Canadians shall know before 
starting for Los Angeles what their 
rents are to be.

The one silver lining to the dread cloud 
is that somehow, some time Britain always 
muddies through. It has been their proud 
boast for centuries. They have the knack 
of final compromise more developed than 
any other peoples.

Each new crisis has 
found him on the crest of the wave. And 
there is the Nemesis of irony in the fact 
that twenty years ago Lloyd George himself 
was the shining radical, the most vitupera- 
tive rhetorician, the most reckless red-flag 
waver of his time, the most hated man in 
all Britein. His Limehouse speeches, in 
which he stirred up the masses against the

It is the Smart Set Magazine that speaks 
—that boisterous compendium of indelicacy 
and persistent purveyor of suggestiveness. 
There is something of truth in the conclu- 
sions of the writer. Los Angeles is doubt- 
less the greatest producer of the short story 
and scenario in America. The town is clut- 
tered up with poets, novelists and long- 
hairs for sure, but we would not go so far 
as to say that 98 per cent of their output is 
rotten. Seventy-five per cent is as far as 


we could ever dare to go. The Smart Set, 


is not in a proper position to qualify as 
arbiter. Even the venturesome creators of 
our bathroom comedies find it puzzling to 


- write down to the Smart Set standard. Crit- 


icism of the Los Angeles literary output is 
wholly a matter of individual temperament. 
If a man starts out hunting polecats and pur- 
poses making a day of it he will doubtless 
be able to round up a specimen or two.

We will admit that the pens and type- 
writers of the Los Angeles literary colony 
work overtime.

Constitution that a change may be made in 
the compensation of the judges of the bigh- 


er courts, and the fact is worthy of note 


that these judges have received no increase 
in salary during the fourteen years last 
past. Superior judges have recourse to the 
Legislature, which may make changes in 
the salaries of the judges last mentioned 
at any time. From time to time the Legis- 
lature hag acted to increase the compensa- 
tion of the Superior judges in the various 
counties. In the year 1919 the Federal 
Congress granted a substantial increase to 
all district and circuit judges. Since any 
change was made in the amount of com- 
pensation of our own appellate judges the 
State has increased more than 50 per cent 
in population. The growth of large indus- 
tries and enlargement of business generally 
have been productive of an increased volume 
of appellate legislation. 


That it is of the utmost importance that 


‘lawyers of high character and ability be 


selected and retained upon our appellate 
benches no one will gainsay. Today the 
salaries paid to our appellate justices have 
a purchasing value of about one-half the 
amount they had fourteen years ago. The 
returns derived from his practice by the 
average capable lawyer are said to be dou- 
ble what they were fourteen years ago. 
Some of the justices of the higher courts 
have already felt compelled to resign in 


der to secure for themselves and families 


the larger returns which the private prac- 
tice of law brings. The State and business 
community may suffer a distinct loss if more 
should follow their example.

Says China is Enthusiastic 


Over American Things. 
Wants Our Goods; Appreci- 
ates Our Films, He States. 


— — 


China is ‘enthusiastic.over every 


thing American, and believes that 
the United States is the only country 


in the world with no predatory mo- 
tives, yesterday stated J. W. Sanger, 
trade commissioner of the Depart- 


ment of Commerce, who has just re- 


turned to Los Angeles after a tour uf 
the Orient in the interest of Amer- 


ican trade. 
Mr, Sanger was in South America 
and the West Indies in 1917 and | 


1918, looking into trade conditions 
there, and for the past year he has 
been in China, the Philippines and 
Japan, studying what this country 
must do to maintain our trade in the 
Orient. He is a former advertising 
man of this city and during his 
travels in the Orient hag paid con- 
siderable attention to advertising in 
foreign countries. 

The Orient and South America win 
will be the greatest felus for Amer- 
ican exports, Mr. Sanger believes. He 
said yesterday that our exports to 
Europe will decrease as the coyn- 
tries over there become more able to 
manufacture for their own uses, and 
this country must build up its for- 
eign trade in China, Japan, the Phil 
ippines and in South America. 

NOT TOO SNAPPY. 


Advertising methods now in use in 
this country are not particularly 
adopted to the Orient, Mr. Sanger 
stated, but conservative advertising 
will have its effect. He said the Japa- 
nese in advertising in China use pic- 
torial methods. What he terms “‘cir- 
cus” advertising is also used by the 
Japanese in certain parte of the 
Orient. 

The advertising methods now used 
in the United States will not bring 
great returns in China at present, 
principally because a small per- 
#eentage of the population of the 
country can read, he stated. 

“Yet a careful survey of the mar-

TO HELP UNIVERSITY. 


AMENDMENT GATHERS BACK- 


ERS AMONG MANY LEADERS 
IN LOS ANGELES. 


Many of the prominent women of 
Los Angeles are lending their efforts 
to campaign for the passage of 
Amendment 12 on November 2, a 
measure which is to place the Uni- 
versity of California on a sound 
financial basis.

“Because I believe that only by 
this measure can sulficient funds be 
secured to maintain the present 
standard of the university and to 
provide for its future growth, both 
in numbers and in service. 


“Because the only alternative to 
this plan is to charge a tuition fee. 
One-third of the students now at- 
tending the University of California 
are wholly or in part self-supporting. 
Any adequate tuition fee would bar 
most of them from the university. 

“I am for Amendment 12 because 


I believe that the citizens of this 
State desire to maintain the standard 
proudly established more than fifty 
years ago, that instruction at its 
university be free to the young men 
and women of the State. 


Jam also for the amendment for 
the purely local reason that only 
with increased funds can the south- 
ern branch of the university, re- 
cently established here in Los An- 
geles, be properly developed and a 
school of education of the highesi 
type created, an end long desired 
by educators here which will en- 
rich not only Los Angeles, but the 
entire school system of the State.” 

Mra Josiah Evans Cowles, former- 
ly president of the National Feder- 
ation of Women's Clubs, says: | 

“TI am in favor of Amendment 12 
because it is in the interest of gen- 
eral education.” 

Mrs. Katherine Philips Edson, ex- 
ecutive commissioner of the Indus- 
trial Welfare Commission of the 
State, a member of the Republican 
National Committee, declares:

WOMEN AID CAMPAIGN 
TO HELP UNIVERSITY. 


AMENDMENT GATHERS BACK- 
ERS AMONG MANY LEADERS 
IN LOS ANGELES. 


Many of the prominent women of 
Los Angeles are lending their efforts 
to campaign for the passage of 
Amendment 12 on November 2, a 
measure which is to place the Uni- 
versity of California on a sound 
financial basis. 

Mrs. J. F. Sartori, regent of the 
University of California, and vice- 
president of the Friday Morning 
Club, has issued the following state- 
ment:

“Because I believe that only by 
this measure can suificient funds be 
secured to maintain the present 
standard of the university and to 
provide for its future growth, both 
in numbers and in service.

One-third of the students now at- 
tending the University of California 
are wholly or in part self-supporting. 
Any adequate tuition fee would bar 
most of them from the university. 


“Il am for Amendment 12 because 


I believe that the citizens of this 
State desire to maintain the standard 
proudly established more than fifty 
years ago, that instruction at its 
university be free to the young men 
and women of the State. 

“I am also for the amendment for 
the purely local reason that only 
with increased funds can the south- 
ern branch of the university, re- 
cently established here in Los An- 
geles, be properly developed and a 
school of education of the highesi 
type created, an end long desired 
by educators here which will en- 
rich not only Los Angeles, but the 
entire school system of the State.”

“I am in favor of Amendment 12 
because it is in the interest of gen- 
eral education.”
